Emest Shelton, a negro stu- 


| dent at Hartnell and who comes 


from ‘Louisiana, does not think 
the southern negros are handling 


the integration problem the right 
way. 


Speaking of the Rev. Martin 
Luther King, negro integrationist, 
Shelton said: “I think he has 
good intentions, but the way it’s 


being carried out is wrong. You 


get a large group of people from. 
all around and there is going to 
be some violence. This group is 
going to turn into a mob.” This, 
he said, is in a sense taking the 
law into their own hands and is 
wrong. 


Demonstrations Will Continue 

“The negro will continue to 
demonstrate. Once they feel they 
have accomplished something, 
and they do, they will not stop,” 
Shelton continued. 


What will finally happen in 
the south?? Will there ever be. 
equality? Says Ernie: “It depends 
on who holds out the longest. If 
you keep on pushing, eventually 
one side will give in.” 


Press Distorts Facts 


The press, says Shelton, dis- 
torts the facts about the south. 
“T don’t think they do print true 
facts. Whenever a problem goes 
on for a Jong time, like one big 
ball of fire, they keep. writing on 
it after the flame goes down. 
And after the flame is out, they 


try to stir it up again.” 


Commenting on the federal 
government’s role, Shelton said 
“It was right for it to step in. If 
it didn’t, we would have another 
civil war. Actually itis ‘a civil 
war now — a quiet war within 
itself.” He continued to say that 
the government still could spend 
a little more time looking at the 
south. He said that the southern 
problem has been overshadowed 
in America by the race for the 
moon and the conflicts with Rus- 
sia. 


Was Prejudice 


Asked if he had prejudices 
against the whites, Ernie smiled 
and said he did until he moved 
west, where he “began to realize 
what was going on there (in the 
south) was not all over the United 
States.”

ARMSTRONG CUTS GRAVES 


I believe that Mr. Graves did 
not grasp the intent of Mr. 
Cheney’s letter to the Sentinel 
editor (May 10 issue). During a 
telephone conversation on Mon- 
day, May 27, Mr. Graves said he 
believed that Mr. Cheney agreed 
with Senator Kuchel on all points 
of the senator’s speech, which at- 
tacked conservatives. Bruce 
stated that he agreed with the 
senator concerning the ultra-con- 
servatives. He also stated that the 
Hartnell College Republicans 
welcomes the “responsible con- 
servatives,” meaning those who 
are not ultra-conservatives. How- 
ever, this is one issue on which 
Bruce and Senator Kuchel agree, 
according to Mr. Graves. 


Commenting further as to the 
intent of Mr. Cheney’s letter I 
would like to clear up any doubts 
or misinterpretations which may 
prevail concerning the  with- 
drawal of the Hartnell club from 
the YR’s. It was not an ideologi- 
cal conflict, but a procedural con- 
flict. We withdrew mainly be- 
cause of a ruling handed down 
by the CYR executive board 
which was against an amend-

ment to the CYRCF constitution, 
which would have prevented an 
organizaiton unsympathetic to 
the CYRCF from taking control 
of the CYRCF convention, and 
perverting the College Federa- 
tion. 

What type of an organization 
is it that will allow its offspring 
to be: taken over by unsympa- 
thetic people who would allow 
siad offspring to become a per- 
verted tool which could ulti- 
mately become an embarrassing 
thorn in the side of the parent 
organization? This is the most 
important reason, among many, 
which instigated our withdrawal. 

My purpose in writing this let- 
ter is not to degrade members of 
the YR’s but to point out that the 
procedure followed by them was 
questionable and should be cor-: 
rected; and to further present 
one of the reasons for our with- 
drawal to all interested persons 
at Hartnell. As for Mr. Graves— 
I am just trying to help him get 
his facts straight.
